New York, July 31.—The first body 


of reservists and volunteers to 
pre- 


pare to leave this Country to fight for 
Austria-Hungary in the war against 
Servia is assembling here preparatory 
to sailing on the first liner bound for 
Austrian ports. A majority of these 
men, 
it was said today are Cretians. 


The 200 reservists from Wheeling, 


W. Va., and Columbus, O., and other 
points west of Pittsburg already in 
the city were expected to be iomed to- 
day by 60 men rroni Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg, Harrisburg, Scranton and 
Wilkesbarre 
and other 
points 
in 


Pennsylvania. 


About 100 Austrians and Hungarian 


volunteers from this city will be 
among the first to return to Austria. 
At the offices of the Austro-Hungarian 
consulate the addition of several hun- 
dred .names yesterday increased the 
lists of ^volunteers for active service 
rfrom various sections of the country 
to more than 3,000 men. Dr. Charles 
Winter, acting consul general, stated 
that he expected to know by tomor- 
row how many reservists in this 
country had. received summons from

gineers on 98 railroads operating wost of Chicago' lias 
been set for Friday, August 7, it was officially an- 
nounced today. William S. Stone, grand chief engineer 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers and W. S. 
Carter, president of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and JDnginemen, declared the order ,w ould be 
put into/effect unless the general managers committee 
of the railroads accepted the plan of settlement proposed 
by the federal board of mediation. 


. Committees of the/dissatisfied enginemen of the west- 


ern railroads and the managers' committee of the roads. 
prepared to leave here Hoday for Washington where 
conferences will be held with President Wilson in a last 
effort to prevent a strike. The attempt to adjust the 
wage dispute here by federal mediation has proven a 
failure, it was announced last night. 


In a signed statement, Presidents Stone and Carter 


asserted that after the managers' committee had in- 
voked the services of the federal board of mediation 
and conciliation the .managers' committee had refuse.d 
to accept ttic plan of settlement proposed by the fecl- 
eral mediators and "thus the burden of responsibility of 
J;he strike must rest upon the railroads."

Many of the sac- 
rifices consisted of old gold watches, 
chains and cuff buttons belonging to 
suffragists' husbands. The value of 
the gold and silver bricks was not es- 
timated.

The Scleroscope. 


This little' invention has been de- 


scribed as a kind of mechanical finger 
intended to discriminate by delicacy ot 
touch between various substances sub- 
mitted to it. The ready detection of 
the degree of hardness and elasticity 
of various surfaces is its special func- 
tion. It consists essentially of a little 
weight, like the hammer of a pile 
driver, which is allowed to fall -inside 
a tube placed upright on the surface to 
be tested. The bottom of the hammer, 
which weighs only a few grams, is 
finished with a blunted diamond, in- 
tended to give it the requisite hard- 
ness. After a fall it rebounds, and a 
carefully graduated scale on the tube, 
indicating the height of the rebound, 
shows the degree of hardness of the 
surface experimented with. On a piece 
of ordinary steel the hammer rebounds 
nine-tenths of the height of its fall. 


Postcards In Inquisitive India. 


India is the only country perhaps in 


which the postcard may be said to be 
a real success, remarks a writer in T. 
P.'s Weekly of London. In India it 
exactly supplied a want ' The card is 
cheap (it costs only a halfpenny), and 
it is complete in itself. 
Stamps and 


envelopes have to be wetted. 
The 


gum may have been made of the hoofs 
or horns of the cow, and the thought 
of possible defilement of caste cornea 
in. The postcard has no drawback. 
Its publicity, which makes English 
people dislike it. is not considered a 
disadvantage by the Indian. He reads 
other people's letters as a matter of 
course and expects other people to 
read his. I have often seen a postman 
seated by the street side sorting out 
his postcards, surrounded by an inter- 
ested little crowd. He and they are 
reading as many of the post cards as 
there is time for. and no one appears 
conscious of irregularity in the pro- 
ceeding.

This phe- 
uomeuou is awaited intently by thou- 
eauds of fishermen, ami when the cry 
of "Here they are!" yoea up there is 
as much excitement as is occasioned 
by the whaler's-shout of "Thar she 
blows!" Each boat carries from three 
to a dozen nets. Coil roe is cast out 
as bait, and the aveiage catch is 
about 4,000 each ending of the net. 
When first drawn from their element 
the sardines glitter like jewels, reflect- 
ing many colors, but they soon lose 
their brilliant tints 
Every village 


along the coast has its cannery, and, 
as .these are mostly individual enter- 
prises, there is much competition. The 
sardine fisherman who does not own 
a boat of his own seldom makes over 
1,000 francs, or about $200, from his 
labor of fire or six months, and in 
bad seasons his earnings are much less 
than that.

Cooked Meats. 


Boiled meat may lose some of its 


best foodstuff properties if too much 
water is used in its boiling or if it is 
taken from the water in which it is 
boiling, instead of allowing it to re- 
main and recorer by absorption some 


(0f 
its valuable properties. 
Eight 


pounds of beef after it is toiled will 
weigh sir and a half pounds. After 
it is baked it will lose two pounds and 
six ounces. After it is roasted it will 
lose three pounds and ten ounces. Oth- 
er meat loses almost in the same pro- 
portions when it is cooked. It will be 
noticed that roasting meat causes it to 
decrease considerably more than boil- 
ing. 
One great trouble, of course, in 


boiling meat is that it loses nearly 45 
per cent of its mineral matter and 12 
per cent of its fats and nearly 8 per 
cent of its proteids. 
Housewives 


should not worry over this, however, 
when it is known that there is a great- 
er percentage of nutriment in cooked 
meats, notwithstanding the loss by 
cooking, than there is in raw meats.— 
New York American.
